Eugene  Solomon  Talbot  received  a  public  school  education  and 
academic  training  at  Stoughtonham  Institute  until  the  age  of 
sixteen.  He  then  apprenticed  himself  at  the  South  Boston 
Locomotive  Works,  where  he  was  trained  to  work  upon  marine 
engines  during  the  latter  part  of  the  Civil  War.
